MINNBSOTA. 

THE REPUBLICAN CONVENTION TODAY. 

Sr. Paut, Minn., June 26,—{Special.]— 
The Republican State Conventuon assembles 
in St. Paul tomorrow to nominate candidates 
for Governor and minor State offices. There 
will be a full convention, containing an un- 
usual number of men of State and National 
prominence. Among the delegates elected 
to the convention are ex-Sénater Windom, 
ex-Congressman Dunnell, Cengaressmen Nel- 
son and Washburn, ex-Gov. Pilisbury. All 
of these are here gxcept Senator Windom. 
His friends expected to make him permanent 
Chairman of the convention, but word was 
received this afternoon that he was in New 
York, and could not reach here 
in time. The convention contains 
80 many factional leaders and 
representatives of so many conflicting inter- 
ests in State politics that the expected strife 
for control ef the organization overshadows 
in local importance the nomination ofa ticket. 
The Windom-Dunnell fight, the Nelson- 
Kindred contest, the Pillsbury-Hubbard bat- 
tle will ail be fought over again in the dif- 
ferent stages of the organization. ‘The best- 
organized faction, though it is doubtful if it 
controls a majerity of the delegates, is that 
of the present State Administration. Its 
candidate for temporary Chairman is C. D. 
Gilifillan, of St. Paul, and possibly Dun- 
nell for permanent Chairman. The oppos- 
ing delegate for temporary Chairman will be 
Gov. Pillsbury, who will be supported by 
his own friends and probably by the Windom 
men also. The man on which the anti-Ad- 
ministration men will make an onslaught 
upon the present ticket will be determined 
by their suecess in controlling the organiza- 
tion. It is nat expected that there will be 
serious opposition to the renomination of 
Gov.

NEW HAMPSHIRE, 
PATTERSON GAINING. 

Concorp, N. H., June 26.—[Special.}—The 
first full formal ballet for United States Sen- 
ator sinee Thursday took place today, and 
the result makes the situation more perplex- 
ing than ever. Thursday Mr, Rollins lacked 
fifty of an election. Tuday he lacks fifty- 
seven. Ex-Gev. Cheney, of Mauchester. and 
Mason W. Tappan, of Bradford, have 
dropped from the list. The names which ap- 
pear are Jeremiah Smith, of Dover; Chief- 
Justice Doe, and Ossian Kay, of Lancaster, 
who had one each today.

ARCHITECT HILL. 
THE bar OF THE EVIDENCE. 

Wasuineron, D. C., June 26.—[Special, ]— 
Those who have closely watched the evi- 
dence taken before the Hill Investigating 
Committee say thatsome very loose methods, 
to say the least, of transacting business, have 
been disclosed in the office of the Supervis- 
ing Architect. This is especially true“ as 
to the charges Which have been made 
by the firm of Cooper, Manley & 
Co., of Philadelphia. It has been 
plainly testified that an offer was made to 
withdraw bids, and the explanation of this 
circumstance has not yet been as clear as 
has been desired, The methods adopted for 
securing accountability of coutracts and for 
the examination of bonds do not seem to be 
in aceordance with best business system. 
The office of the Supervising Architect has 
the disposal of a large amount 
of money each year, and the sys 
tem of aecountability is, perhaps, 
scarcely as rigid as it should be, The testi- 
mony in the investigation ay was not fa- 
vorable to Mr. Hill. Judge Folger’s testi- 
mony, as to the information which had been 
given him of the bribery, showed that the 
Supervising Architect had not dealt frankly 
with him. Judge Folger could not remem- 
ber many of the circumstances of which Mr. 
Hill had testified that he had informed him. 
Judge Foiger had not been advised of the 
name of the party in whose interest the bribe 
was offered, nor the amount of 
the bribe, and his attention was called 
to the whole subject incidentally as the 
question for him to decide was, whether or 
not the test should be postponed. When the 
test was postponed and the question of mak- 
ing the award came up, nothing more was 
said to bim on the bribery question, and the 
matter had entirely passed from his mind. 
He did not know that in making the award 
he made it to the person who had been 
charged with offering the bribe to a rival 
contractor to withdraw a lower bid. Mr. 
Hil is not the best witness for himself. Any 
one who listens to the charges against him 
tor an hour, and to his own explanations, 
can hardly escape the conclusion that there 
have been irregularities in the Architect's 
office.

BUREAU INBELLIGENOE. 

The statement in a St. Louis paper that 
Frank Hatton's head is in danger because he 
approved the Niobrara post- route contract 
which was given to Miner is not true in spirit or 
in fact. The truth is Mr. Hatton was not Act- 
ing Postmaster-General when tne Niobrara 
pogt-route was awarded to Miner, and he did 
net award the contract at ail. 

Upon recommendation of the Second Con- 
troller of the Treasury Secretary Folger has 
reforred to the Court of Claims for trial the 
case of Gen. Adam Badeau , U. B. A. (retired), 
now Consul-General at Havana. This case in- 
volves the question of the right ot a retired 
army officer employed in the Consular service to 


receive pay for both offices. It also involves 
the general question whether the acceptance by 
a retired Officer of a posinon in another 
branch of the Government is not equivalent to 
the resignation of his commiasion in the army. 

The amount of the cash balance in the 
Treasury has increased since the publication of 
the last debt statement. Then the cash balance 
in excess of demand liabilities was less than the 
40 per cent reserve. According to the state- 
ment of assets and liabilities made yesterday the 
available cash excess amounts to $142,451,930, 
which is about $4,600,000 above the 40 per vent 
reserve. Judge Folger has drawn upon the re- 
serve much more heavily than either Secretary 
Sherman or Secretary Windom. At the begin- 
ning of the last 4 year, by anticipated bond

THE MISSISSIPPI. 
A SLIGHT FALL AT 8T. LOUTS. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., June 26.—[Special.}—The 
river stopped rising here yesterday, and re- 
mained stationary until 2 o’clock this morn- 
ing, when slight indications of a fall were 
noticed. It was very slight, but it kindled a 
hope in the hearts of the sufferers in the sub- 
merged country. There was, however, a 
skeleton at the feast. Telegrams from Upper 
Missouri points told that the June rise had 
get in. Mall facilities in the flooded district 
are suspended, but newspapers find their 
way out to the water-bound people on con- 
structions trains, skiffs, or in some 
other way, and they had learned 
from Venice to Mitchell 
melted snow was coming, and that 
the river had risen at Omaha, Leavenworth, 
and Kansas City, and with one voice the 
farmers said, The bottoms will not clear 
betore the June rise is upon us.“ 

NO FRESH BREAKS. 

There were no fresh breaks or crevasses 
today, but the flooded area is larger by many 
acres than it was yesterday, as the water is 
continually spreading. There are still many 
people living in box-cars and in the garrets 
of houses surrounded by the flood, but for 
the most part they have food, though 
some cases of actual suffering have 
been found and relieved. There will 
suffering, as, probably, 
from 8,000 to 10,000 peaple have been driven 
from house and home by the water. The 
general belief is that the decline will con- 
tinue here until Friday night or Saturday, 
when the flood from above will reach here. 

PORTAGE DES SIOUX. 

From Portage des Sioux, in St. Charles 
County, Missouri, about thirty miles, comes 
news today ef the ravages of the flood that 
adds more distressing features to the situa- 
tion. Attention has concentrated on the con- 
dition of affairs in the American Bot- 
tom, in IIlinois, and the submerged sec- 
tion on this side the river seems 
to have. been lost sight of. In 
the country surrounding Portage des Sioux 
the water is only one foot lower than it was 
in 1844. The Missouri overflowed its banks 
at Willow Slough Wednesday night. The 
slough is two miles below St. Charies and 
eleven miles southeast of Portage.- The 
damage caused by the water is widespread, 
and in many cases ruinous. The farms 
which were inundated were some of the 
richest in the State, and the crops this year 
were unusually promising. 

DESOLATION 

A relief party who started out to rescue 
the people and property encountered some 
heartrendering Scenes. One farmer, who 
before the flood was one of the most pros- 

rous in the county, was found with his 
amily in the garret of his dwelling. . The 
relief y rowed up to the house asked 
the old man to get into the skiff. “No,” he 
said, “I will not go with you. Everything 
I've got in the world is lost. and I have made 
up my mind to stay here and die with my 
family.” He was at length persuaded to 
accompany the rescuers, and the whole party 
are new in Portage. The loss of live stock 
by the flood is not considerable, almost all of 
the animals having been rescued in time. 

THE FARMERS. 

From a gentieman who made a trip through 
that country, your correspondent obtained 
the names of 113 farmers who lose from $100 
to $10,000 1 the list footing up something 
he flood is also being heard from below 
here.

MERRILL, Wis., June 26,—[Special.]—To 
put it miidly, this town was thoroughly 
startled today by the announcement of the 
failure of the heavy lumber house of A. T. 
Wright. The business was carried on until 
lately by the firm of McCord & Wright, the 
members being Myrun McCord and A. T. 
Wright. McCord is a banker and newspaper 
publisher, and for the last ten years has been 
prominent in the political affairs of the 
State. He is generally understood to 
be one of the special friends of United 
States Senator Sawyer, and to have profited 
financially by the Senator’s friendship. Mr. 
Wright was eight years Postmaster at Ra- 
cine, and left that position something like a 
year ago to give his entire attention to his 
business interests. A short time ago Mr. 
McCord drew out of the firm, selling bis in- 
terest to Mr. Wright, who assumed the re- 
sponsibility of meeting all the obligations of 
the firm. This, however, he found to be im- 
possible on account of immediate payments 
required on $2,500 of past due paper which 
he was unable to meet. 

The liabilities are reported to be $200,000. 
Mr. McCord’s connection with the failure is 
due to his name being on a portion of the 
paper. .The assets of the embarrassed con- 
cern foot up nominally $325,000.

Two Great Lines of Industry at Troy, 
N. X.. Carefully Reviewed. 

Troy, N. I., June 26.—[Special. |—Inter- 
views have been held on the condition of 
trade with prominent manufacturers and 
many points of interest and impertance elic- 
ited. A leading manufacturer of shirts, col- 
lars, and cuffs says: Trade is good, and we 
have all wecan do to keep up with our or- 
ders. There have been ne more failures 
during the last twelve months than the aver- 
age of recent years, and the business of the 
year has been fully up to that of its imme- 
diate predecessor. We are looking for an 
excellent fall trade, and see  noth- 
ing in the outlook that promises 
to interfere with it. Of course, 
a great deal depends upon the crops, and, so 
faras we are informed, the prospects are 
fair for good returns from that quarter. A 
letter received by us from Texas states that 
crops in that saction are booming, and trade 
in our line is thriving. In the main, busi- 
ness compares favorably with that of last 
year, and we cannot manufacture goods fast 
enough to meet the demand. We dre now 
six weeks advanced with our fall jobbing 
trade. People in the West complain some- 
what that business was not as good during 
the spring as it was last year, but 
it is now good. Last year the mania for 
fancy shirts pressed the white goods trade 
somewhat, but this year white goods are in 
demand. New York, Philadelphia, and 
Newark are going out of white goods. They 
cannot compete with our city in this line of 
manutacturing. Laundrymen say business 
is better than ever before.”’ 

Of the stove trade the following was 
learned: Trade is remarkably quiet for 
this season of the year. There has been a 
1 volume of business during the first 
half of this year than for the same 
period of 1882. The principal cause is 
the distrust occasioned in the minds of the 
retail trade by the decline of $2 or $3 per ton 
in the price of iron. This has doubless de- 
terred them from buying as freely as in 1882, 
as they are probably leoking forward to a 
decline in the price of stoves, because of the 
depressed condition of the iron market. The 
stock of stoves in the hands of retail dealers 
throughout the country is not ex- 
cessive, and probably will not exceed 
the amount held in stock by them one 
year ago.

Over Fifteen People a Day Are Dying of 
VYeliow-Fever at Vera Crus. 

GALVESTON, Tex., June 26.—The Asso- 
ciated Press representative today inter- 
viewed a party who possesses peculiarly 
favorable opportunities for obtaining the 
latest and most trustworthy information 
from Vera Cruz. It was learned that the es- 
timated death-rate of fifteen per day at. that 
port from yellow-fever is exceedingly cau- 
tious. it is probable the correct figure is 
even higher than the one given. The fever, 
as was stated in previous dispatches, is of a 
particularly fatal type, the percentage of 
deaths among the unfurtunates stricken with 
the disease being much greater than usual. 
The informant definitly stated that out of 
every seven who take the infection fully six 
die.

THE FIRE RECORD. 


No Further Damage in the Vicia ity of 
the Planters” Oil-Works—The Loss 
Will Beach $325,000, Offset by Inear- 
ance of $295,000. 

New Orveans, La., June 26.—[Special.}—All 
Gay yesterday a dense cloud of smoke ascended 
heavenward trom the ruins of the Planters’ 
Oil- Works at Algiers, showing that the flames 
were still raging fiercely within the walis ieft 
standing. At twilight the black clouds 
assumed a crimson hue, and dAigiers was 
again treated to a grand illumination. There 
was, however, no danger that the fire would 
spread or do further damage. Nevertheless, an 
eugine remaioed in the vicinity in case of acci- 
dent.

An accurate statement of the 
amount of loss sustained has not yet been ob- 
tained, and a week will most probably elapse 
before the exact amount will become known.

Practical 
builders and contractors estimate the 
cost of reconstructing the works at about $175,- 
000, exclusive of the material on hand—walis, 
brick, etc.—which could be utilized in another 
structure.

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THE OHIO LIQUOR LAW CONSTITUTIONAL. 
The Supreme Court of Ohio, after patient 
consideration, yesterday declared the Seott 
Liquor-Tax law constitutional. As might 
be expected, the taxpaying people of the 
State are rejoicing amd the liquor-sellers are 
correspondingly chagrined—a depression 
which extends to their hired attorney, Judge 
Hoadly, the Democratic candidate for Gov- 
ernor, who carried up the case for thein 
and was their retained attorney, and now 
finds that he gave them bad advice. 

To appreciate the force and application of 
the decision it is necessary to briefly review 
the history of temperance legislation in that 
State, Prior to 1850, and at a time when the 
license fee was merely nominali—some $25— 
a wave of prohibition excitement swept over 
Ohio, and culminated in an amendment to 
the Constitution of 1850 prohibiting me Leg- 
islature from ever granting the authority to 
issue licenses for the sale of intoxicating bev- 
erages. It was submitted to the popular 
vote, and was carried by some 7,000 majority. 
From that day to this the saloons of the 
State; at present 14,000 in number, as is 
shown by the Federal Government licenses, 
have paid no tax for selling intoxicating 
liquor, and no tax of any sort except the reg- 
ular State or county tax upon the valuation 
of saloon property and demijohns. The Ohio 
Legislature many years ago passed stron 


‘ prohibitory enactments, punishing all dram- 


shops which sold, or gave away, or in any 
way furnished liquor to customers. A gen- 
eral turmoil ensued. The teetotalers fought 
rabidly on one side and the liquor-sellers and 
drinkers just as spiritedly on the other. The 
more fanatical teetotalers— women as well as 
men—organizea themselves inte crusading 
bands, whose operations are well remem- 
bered. ‘The politicians dragged the conflict 
into their platforms and made it campaign 
issues. For thirty years the enort was made 
to prohibit the sale of liquor to people who 
wanted to drink it, but it has gone on all the 
same, and now there are about 14,000 grog- 
shops selling liquor illegally and in defiance 
of the Prohibitionists and prohfbitory laws. 
Fifteen months ago the Pond bill “ was 


passed, which levied a tax on the sale of 


liquers, subject to certain conditions. It was 
immediately carried into the courts and was 
thrown out, the Supreme Court deciding that 
the conditions were equivalent to a license, 
and therefore that the act conflicted with the 
Constitution, prohibiting licenses. Last win- 
ter the Legislature passed the Scott bill, which 
was drawn up on different lines. It provided 
for the imposition of a tax fine of $200 for 
selling whisky or spirituous liquors, and of 
$100 for selling wine or malt liquors, this fine, 
or tax, to be levied on the Ist of May of each 
year. The Township Assessors are ordered 
to find out and return all the places where 
liquor is sold, and to report them to the 
County Commissioners for assessment, that 
the fine may be entered up against them. 
The liquor-dealers, who had sold liquor for 
more than thirty years free of tax, were 
naturally bitterly opposed to the new law, 
which interfered with their old prerogative

legal. The old penalties for 
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poses. It is estimated that the tax will 
ield between two and a halt and three 
is equivalent to the Illinois system of 
* license, although different in form. 
Tne tax is very low, but after the people 
have experienced its benefits for a few years 
they will undoubtedly raise it. The tend- 
ency will be in that direction. The moral 
forces and pecuniary interests of the State 
will combine to put up the tax eventually to 
$1,000 on each surviving grogshop. For lack 
of this liquor law the people of Ohio have 
lost more than $50,000,000, besides the re 
pressive and regulative influences such a law 
would exert on the evils of the liquor traffic. 
The decision leaves Judge Hoadly, the 
apostate candidate of the Democracy, upon an 
insecure footing. He was the attorney of the 
untaxed liquor league. He made their case 
for them and took it up to the Supreme Court, 
assuring them that he would win it, but -has 
been beaten, He was nominated by them as 
a mark of their gratitude for his services iu 
behalf of unrestrained drunkenness, and be- 
cause they expected to have in him a Ge- 
ernor who would protect them in selling un- 
taxed whisky. He gave them to understand 
such would be the case. He made his con- 
tract, but has failed to deliver, and they of 
course are absolved from the duty of voting 
for him. The decision of the Supreme 
Court helps to make it certain that the Ke- 
publicans will carry the State by a sweeping 


majority. 
MR. CHAMBEBLAIN’S RADIOAL FPRO- 
GRAM. 


The speech delivered by Mr. Chamberlain, 
the English Radical leader, at Birmingham 
two weekg ago, and to which brief reference 
was made by telegraph at the time, was a 
much more radical and sweeping one than 
the very meagre cable report indicated. Such 
a speech if delivered ten years ago would 
give the speaker lodgings at bub! ie expense 
in one of her Majesty's prisons. Ooming at 
this time from the leader of a powerful 
political faction, if not a party, and from 
one who is a member of the Queen’s Cabinet, 
it has naturally caused a decided sensation. 

Mr. Chamberlain not only advocated re- 
form in the system of parliamentary Gov- 
ernment; he very plainly suggested reform 
in the Executive itself—in the form of gov- 
ernment; for thatis surely what he meant 
when he referred in condemnatory terms to 
the expen diture of millions of public money 
in such festivities and ceremonies as those 
which recently took place at Moscow. En- 
gland too has its festivities and ceremonies, 
at which largé sums of the public money are 
expended; and on occasions similar to the 
Moscow coronation the expenditures run 
into the millions Perhaps Mr. Chamber- 
lain also had in his mind when making these 
remarks the fact that it cost England a hand- 
some sum of money to be represented on the 
occasion by the English Prince who is the 
Czar’s brother-in-law. 

But if Mr. Chamberlain's meaning in his 
reference to royalty and royal expenditures 
was thinly veiled, there was no conceal- 
ment as to his intentions with regard to those 
two great English institutions, the estab- 
lished church and Parilament. The one 
should be disestablished because the bulk 
of the people demanded that it should be, and 
because it had always been an obstacle in 
the path of progress; the other should be re- 
formed, its constitution changed, and the 
landlord magnates deprived of their power 
over it—it should be made, im fact as well as 
in name, the people’s representative body. 

That the British Parliament is not a really 
representative body now Mr. Chamberlain 


ble that it could be as long as property, and 
especially landed property, is able to enjoy 
a great majority in the House of Com- 
mons, and a practical monopoly of the 
House of Lords.” as long as one 
vote in a borough like Warwick eounts for 
as much im returning members of Parlia 
mont as twelve votes in Birmingham, and so 
long as in the boroughs out of & population 
of 15,000,000, 1,850,000 are electors, while in 
the counties out of a populatiag af 20,000,000 
only 1,200,000 have votes. Nor can it be a 
representative body so long as ‘* 4,000,000 of. 
men called upon to perform all the duties of 
citizenship, to bear all its burdens, are ex- 
cluded from all the political rights of Tree- 
dom.” 

Mr. Chamberlain's remedies are very plain, 
clear, and simple—a suffrage from which 
no man who is not disqualified by crime or 
the receipt of relief shall be excluded — that 
is, manhood suffrage; equal electoral dis- 
tricts, as in the United States, “in order 
thaf every vote may have an equal value“; 
payment of members of Parliament, ip order 
that every man who has capacity to serve his 
country in a representative position is not 
excluded by want of means. “This is 
what we want,” said Mr. Chamberlain; 
“we may have to take a composi- 
tion,” but the full debt will not be dis- 
charged till the whole program ts carried 
into effect. No wonder that the Tories and 
the Whig aristocracy are dismayed by this, 
for Mr. Chamberlain and those who act with 
him are not men to be dissuaded from their 
pupose or diverted from it. 

With a House of Commons elected by the 
manhood of England, the other reforms 
foreshadowed by Mr. Chamberlain would be 
readily brought about. Disestablishment 
‘would immediately follow, and royal ex- 
penditures would not long burden the En- 
glish taxpayer. 


BRITISH TAXATION OF CHICAGO. 

If Mr. Kennard, the member of Parlia- 
ment who recently introduced à resolution 
of inquiry into the disposal of the Alabama 
award by the American Government, under 
the pretense that such an investigation would 
promote the harmony of the two countries, 
really desires to stimulate the good will be 
tween England and America he can accom- 
plish that result by moving an inquiry, and a 
pretty vigorous one, into the course of the 
British Government in exporting its pauper 
Irish into the United States. The unfortu- 
nate victims of the English policy of robbing 
the Irish of their land, then robbing them of 
their personal property under the guise of 
rent, and, lastly, robbing them of their foot- 
hold at home by expulsion in the shape of 
“assisted emigration,” are still, notwith- 
standing the protests of our people, arriving 
here by the ship-load. From many different 
parts of the country come reports of their 
stranding by the wayside on account of the 
exhaustion of the little fund given to assist 
them to get out of the sight of the landlords, 
who much prefer their room to their com- 
pany. 

Some of the New York papers have lately 
described the incoming immigrants in glow- 
ing terms as a good-looking lot and having 
money enough to disentitle them to the name 
of pauper immigrants. When these unfort- 
unate people reach New York the means 
with which they have been supplied by the 
British Government to go to whatever des- 
tination they choose after they arrive in the 
United States are not yet exhausted; but by 
the time they reach Chicago their true con- 
dition is fully evident. Interior cities in 
New England, as well as in the West, are 
complaining of the burden throw 
them by the destitution of the poor foreign- 
ers who break down within their limits, 
money and energy gone. 

The statements of County-Agént McGrath, 
who has charge of the relief extended by 
this county to the destitute, settle 
the real condition of the 
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‘ of Great Britain to this country. 
— * he says, some of these unfortu- 
nate victims of British landlordism come to 
bim fer relief or transportation, Many of 
them are decrepit old men with large fami- 
lies of helpless children. The vitality of 
these immigrants, like their peounlary 
means, is of the lowest. Though anxious to 
work when they are able to do so, their un- 
derfed strength finds it impossible to keep 
up the pace demanded in this country. One 
young fellow whom Mr. McGrath put to 
work in a lumber-yard by the side of lumber- 
shovers who feed regularly on meat broke 
down in two hours. He tasted meat proba- 
bly but twice a year in the old country, One 
of the rare treats enjoyed by the agricultural 
laboxers in specially favored parts of En- 
gland is, according to a recent number of the 
Pall Mali Gazette, to get some of the beef 
which has been used in the hospitals to make 


1 beef-tea. This is the way Great Britain man- 


ufactures the Irishmen she is preparing for 
export to America. 

Chicago is so well known all over the world 
that it is the favorit destination of the pau- 
pers of all countries, Mr. McGrath estimates 
that one-third of the yearly appropriation has 
been spent in this county during the last 
nine months in supporting foreign paupers. 
He believes that if the county could get rid 
of those paupers who are not citizens the ex- 
penses of the relief-offige could be reduced 
one-half, 

Chicago objects to this deportation of Bri 
ish paupers into Cook County. We take 
care of our own paupers, and Great Britain 
must done same. That country has a great 
deal to say about extradition. A good be- 
ginning would be for it to call upon us to 
return these fugitives from its injustice. 
We would send them back, treaty or 
no treaty. In making us support the 
paupers it has made Great Britain is repeat- 
ing its old revolutionary attempt to compel 
us to pay taxes without representation. We 
do not share the rare sport of the absentee 
landiords who spend the substance of the 
labors of these poor people and then put 
them away, and we must not be called upon 
to share the burden of their maintenance, 
No English parish will allow a pauper not 
born therein, though he may bea fellow Brit- 
ish subject, to become a charge upon its poor 
rates, They must allow us the same privi- 
lege of declining the pleasure of the com- 
pany of foreign paupers. We call the atten- 
tion of Member-of-Parliament Kennard to 
this matter, because the Department of State 
et Washington evidently thinks the senti- 
ment of the American people an this ques- 
tion of no earthly account.

RUSSIAN AGGRESSIONS. 

The cable yesterday brought the intelli- 
gence of a fresh addition to Russia's rapidly 
growing empire in Western Asia by the 
transfer from Persia of Kelat, which brings 
he still closer proximity to Afghanistan, 

of course, to India, and gives her con- 
trol of the easiest and most direct route to 
Herat. The new accession is in northeast- 
ern Persia, inhabited by the Turcomans, and 
bears directly upon Herat in Western Af- 
ghanistan, which has always been dominated 
by Russian influences, and is the political 
and military rival of Cabul in Eastern Af- 
ghanistan, which, until the recent evacua- 
tion, has always been under English infiu- 
ences. 

The Russian advanee in Western Asia has 
been slow but very steady. As far back as 
1600 the Khanates of Khiva and Bokhara 
were declered subject to her autherity, but it 
was not nifil the present century that the 
Kirghiz horde were really eonquered. In 
1848 they werd entirely removed as an ob- 
stacle to her progress, and the first post was 
established at Kazola on the Jaxartes River. 
Thence she commenced her march up that 
river into Titrkestan. The cdfiquest of that 
province was effected by Gen. Tchernaieff | 
after six years of fighting. In 1865 war 
with Bokhara commenced, and after three 
years of fighting it resulted in the 
annexation of the Samarcand district. 
In 1870 Khuldja was occupied, but this 
has been lately restored to China under the 
terms of the St. Petersburg treaty. In 1873 
commenced the great campaign against 
Khiva, which ended with the annexation of 
the Amon Darya district. In 18% a rebellion 
broke out in Khokand which terminated by 
the addition of that Khanate to Russia. In 
fifteen years’ time, after only one serious re- 
pulse, she has advanced more than 300 miles 
beyond the Caspian Sea, and now she has 
gone south of that sea into Persia nearly 150 
miles beyond its frontier. To sum up, the 
Russian Empire in Asia includes nearly the 
whole of Western Asia, with the exception 
of Afghanistan, Persia, and Asiatic Turkey, 
the northern Asiatic possessions stretching 
to the Pacific not being included in this sum- 
mary. She menaces the whole northern line 
6f Afghanistan, and in that direction her 
most advanced postis but 200 miles awa 
from India. Her new acquisition in Persia 
now threatens Western Afghanistan. The 
area of her conquests comprises about 90,000 
square miles, oceupied by over half a million 
people. 

Her next advance must beinto Afghan- 
istan, unless we assume, what is Very un- 
likely, that she will be content with her pres- 
ent frontiers. With her present operation 
Englaud cannot find fault, It has been ac- 
complished not by war or invasion, but by a 
legitimate exchange of territory with Persia. 
The most that she ean do is to protect still 
more strongly her Indian frontier, and this 
has already been done, since, according to 
the dispatches, ali the military points along 
the Candahar lines of approach have been 
strengthened both by fortifications and by an 
increase of troops. A glance at the map will 
show that the line from Kelat to Herat, and 
thence to Candahar and the Indian frontier, 
is a direct one in a southeasterly direction, 
which would indicate that the English do 
not expect any advance towards the Hindoo 
Koosh, bat in the gpposit direction in the 
extreme southeast of Afghanistan. It may 
be along time before Russia and England 
encounter each other, but it must come some 
day, and the first battles must be fought in 
the great and rich Province of Candahar.

The 
trouble about this philosophy is that the 
“laws of trade” confer their most munifi- 
cent and brilliant rewards on the successful 
manipulators, With them, as with the un- 
thinking world, “success succeeds.” No 
matter how cruel or rapacious a cornerer 
may be, the laws of trade will make bim rich 
and great if he only corness wisely enough. 
They neither prevent the corneriag nor de 
they punish the worst offenders—those who do 
not failin their wicked speculations. Thaugh 
seo many of these injurious corners fail, still a 
large enough proportion are successful to en- 
courage a continual recourse on the part of 
predatory millionaires to this detestable way 
of making money. The markets of our 
Board of Trade have been under the manip- 
ulation of this gentry almost without pause 
for the last four years, Evidently the laws 
of trade are not the beneficent and omnipo- 
tent protectors of the public they are adver- 
tised to be. Some other way must be found 
of protecting the people, The board should 
take the question up atomce and give it a 
most careful consideration, Its business is 
being undermined by the conViction on the 
part of the public that the markets are en- 
tirely under the cantrol of the cliques, and 
that they can force whatever terms of settle- 
ment with their victima that their rapacity 
dictates.

Oun Washington dispatches confirm the 
information Which we have from private 
sources that the Southern Paeiſſe people 
have an influential delegation at Washington 
to obtain the confirmation of the Texas Pa- 
cific grant to them. Secretary Teller is re 
ported to have declined to let the case go out 
of his hands into those of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, in whom the land-grabbers seem to 
have as much confidence as we may suppose 
the star-route thieves ta feel.

Lonpon, June -In the trial of the Jews

ve years’ imprisonment for a brutal mur- 
der, Peczely admitted that he signed the 
depositions of several witnesses in the pres- 
ent trial, though he was absent when they 
were examined. Several witnesses deposed 
that the boy Moritz Scharf, who said he saw 
Esther Salymosy murdered in the synagog, 
was beaten in the house of the Police Gom- 
missary. 

The defense pointed out as a significant 
fact that Scharf’s deposition contains a spe- 
cial clause denying that compulsion had 
been resorted to in his examination. 

Pestru, June %.—The Government organ 
points out that the Government could not 
prevent the trial, but that they have made 


‘the fact known as widely as possible that 


they do not believe the accusation to be 
true.

GEN. SABINE. 
HIS DEATH YESTERDAY. 

Lonpon, June 26.—Gen. Sir Edward Sa- 
bine, President of the Royal Society, is dead. 
He was born in 1788. 

[During the Warof 1812 he took part in the 
campaign on the Niagara [rontier, when he com- 
manded the batteries at the siege of Fort Erie. 
He first became known to the public by the part 
which he took in the explorations in the norta- 
ern regions under Koss and Parry in 1518-'19, 
His magnetic observations in these 
voyages gave the first great impulse 
to the systematic study of the pkenomena of 
terrestrial magnetism, while the papers which 
he contributed to the Philosophical Transac- 
tions of the Royal Society demonstrated several 
new facts relative to the variations of the mag- 
netic needle, His mind was then gradually 
drawn into s particular channel of observation 
wiih respect to physical science; and in order to 
extend the sphere of his knowledge and to con- 
firm by minute investigation the truth of his 
theories, he commenced, in 1821, a series of voy- 
ages, which rangedfrom the Equator to the 
Arctic Circle. He published the resulis of these 
researches in 1425,under the title of The Pendu- 
lum apd Other Experiments.’ In 1827 be was 
chosen Secretary of the Royal Society, which 
office he filled till 1830, when he was ordered to 
Ireland on military service. While employed 
there he occupied his leisure in pursuing his 
researches in physical science, the fruits of 
which he almost invariably laid before the 
British Association for the Advancement of 
Science. In 1806, 1837, and 1838 he made some 
valuable reports on magnetic forces, and he 
originated the vast ages of magnetic observa- 
tories, which chan the aspect of that branch 
of the science. The colonial observatories 
were, for very many years, under bis skilltul 
superintendence. He contributed to various 
scientific societies numerous papers waich 
display t po of . He 
edited Mrs. bine’s of Hum- 
poldt’s Cosmos,“ published ia 1849-"55; was 
ah active member of the British Association; 
for twenty-one years was one of the gene 
Secretaries to that body, and sole General See- 
retary for eight years: and filled the office of 
President in 1853. He became a Fellow of th 
Hoya! Society in 1818, was chosen President an 
Vice-President of that institution in 1850, and 
was elected President, in suecession to Sir B. 
Brodie, in 1861. His Memoirs contributed 
to the Philosophical Transactions amount to 
more than forty. He was a member of the Royal 
‘Uom mission appointed in 1865 to inquire into the 
standard weights and measures. Ju N. 1869, 
he was created a Knight Commander of the Ur- 
der of the Bath (Civil Division) for bis valuable 
discoveries in science, especiaily in connection 
with magoetic forces. }

HER STORY.

He became addicted to drink- 
ing, she says, and in his drunken 
moods threatened her with harm, and flogged 
and kicked his infant son until she feared he 
would some time kil! the child. Mrs. De Meli 
also avers that her husband began measures 
for placing her in an insane asylum, ‘There 
was also great trouble between her 
mother-in-law.

ADULTERATED TEAS, 
A LARGE LOT REJECTED, 

New Lon, June 2.—|Special./—Mr, 
James R. Davies, the Tea Appraiser, has com- 
pleted the inspection of the cargo of teas 
brought to this country by the Flintshire, 
and found that a large proportion of it is 
grossly adulterated. He today presented his 
report to the Collector, showing that he had 
rejected 3,100 packages, which, if sold on the 
market, might have realized about $22,000, 
These teas consisted of greens of all 
colors, sizes, and descriptiens, some of 
which were mixed with sand, some 
with gravel, others composed of ex- 
hausted leaves, and still others being 
composed of dirt and paste artistically 
rolled into peilets. About 500 packages of 
colored Japan dust were also rejected on the 
ground of the high colgr and the admixture 
of mineral substances intended to make the 
tea heavier in weight. This tea was also 
brougnt to this-country by water on board 
the Flintshire, 

The Collector and Appraisers of the port 
of St. Louis have forwarded to Mr. Davies 
samples of so-called teas sent to that city by 


way of San Francisco, An examination has 
oe shown that the stuff“ was only 
wild leaves indiscriminately collected and 
dried and sent to this country to be palmed 
off as tea. This was intended to be sent to 
parts of the country remote from regular 
markets and there disposed of as tea, re- 
gardless of the fact whether or not it did in- 
jury to the consumers, 

r. Davies said this morning that the néw 
crop now arriving overland appeared to be 
of good quality.

The Troubles of the Eastern Pools— 
Dictation of the New York Trunk 


Lines. 

The Chicago & Atlantic continues to secure 
the bulk of east-bonad lard shipments from this 
city, and charges are multiplying that the road 
is cutting the regular rates. the claim being 
made that it could not get so much of the busi- 
ness at regular rates. Yet no evidence has been 
secured to show that the Culcaxo & Atlantic is 
not maintaining the rates, aud the officers of 
this road are emphatic in their declarations that 
they charge tariff rates on all such business, 
and that they, are getting it simply because 
shippers favor their line. However this 
may be, the fact exists that there is 
not that harmony among the various 
roads leading east from this city which the 
trunk-line managers could desire, and 
it is generally admitted that something will 
have to be done very soon to prevent serious 
troubie in the east-bound pool. Not only the 
Chicago & Alton is charged with cutting the 
rates, but also the Nickel-Flate and Chicago & 
Grand Trunk. The last- named road is accueed 
of aiding the Delaware, Lackawanna & Western 
in its warfare against the trunk lines. The 
Vandalia and Alton Roads are also objecting, 
because under a ruling of Commissioner Fink 
they are compelled to continually turn over 
business to the Wabash to make up that road's 
percentage from St. Louis, and Mr. Hibbard, 
the General Freight Agent of the Vandalia, is 
reported as saying that be proposes to let this 
thing run through the month, but after that 
there would be a change. The Lake Erie & 
Western is another road that causes the trunk- 
line man rs considerable anxiety. The road 
is re to be seriously considering the ques- 
tion of withdrawing from the Joint Executive 
Committee on the ground that the restrictions 
placed upon its traflic by the pool are gradually 
diminish its earn and that it cannot 
stand the pressure much longer. The Westera 
connecuoos are gradually coming to the con- 
clusion that the east-bound pools are a fraud 
and a delusion, and that no ove is benefited by 
them except the trunk lines. Even the West- 
ern Vanderbilt toads claim that y 
are ing used to the ew 
York Central to pay an 8 per cent 
dividend. Commissioner Fink is gradually 
drawing the halter tighter around the necks or 
the Western lines, and unless they soon make an 
effort to hberate themselves they will be in 
great danger of being strangled. © Western 

ds are virtually managed at present by the 
trunk lines. All orders come from New York, 
and if any of them dare to disobey it is punished 
by being cut off from gy of business 
with its Eastern connections. Every week or 
two an order is received summon the Man- 
agers,General Freight and General Passenger 
Agents to New York toaitend meetings, just as 
if they had nothing else to do. If they goto 
those mectings their roads have to 
run by subordinates during their ab- 
sence, which often causes serious trouble 
and heavy loss. If they refuse to go, Mr. Fink 
under the agreement represents them and 
casts their votes, which be does not always in 
accordance with their wishes. They ba ve, there- 
fore, no other alternative than to negiect their 
business or to allow their roads to be misrepre- 
sented at the New York meetings. Many of the 
Western railroad men who heretofore’ were 
strongly opposed to the enactmentof a National 
railway law are now beartily in favor of such 
legwisiation, as they age: bw goveromental 
interference to the selfish chicanery of 
Eastern magnates. 

The trunk-line Presidents, of course, are 
straining every nerve to prevent the Western 
roads from shaking off their shackles, and they 
will leave nothing undone to coutluve the —

Opposition to the New Law Providing 
for Offices for the Transfer of Stock 
in illinots. 

The managers of the railroads centering in 
this city do not take kindly to the new Illinois 


belp 


law requiring railroad corporations to main- | 


tain a public office or place in the State of Iili- 
nois where transfersof stock may be made. 
Their opposition to the law is based upon the 
ground that it will subject them to a good deal 
of annoyance and extra expense for no other 
purpose than toaid a few stock speculators ig 
this city who, it is claimed, are wholly responsi- 
bie for the passage of the law. 

“The railroads,”’ said a prominent official yes- 
terday, “ must have their transfer office in New 
York, for that is the great stock market of the 
country, and the business cannot be forced to 
Chicago by enacting such laws as that.” “Of 
course,” be said, “the railroads will have to 
comply with the law, but they can do this with- 
out beneSting the parties at whose instigation 
it bas been paased. The law does not say that 
a transfer office should be kept at Chica- 
go, but in the state of liinois, and 
consequentiy we can open an 0ollice any- 
where on our line within the State. 
It is, therefore, quite probabie that the railroads 
will agree to locate each such transfer office at 
some obscure local point. If a party then de- 
sires to transfer his stock here, or wauts to in- 
spect the books, he wili be told to go to suck 
points, which will certainly be far more annoy- 
ing and troublesome to the speculators than the 
system heretofore in vogue, and will tend to 
make the law odious and defeat the very objects 
for which it was i Dbied through the Legisia- 
ture. Had the law been passed in its original 
shape there would probably have been no great 
effort made by the railroads to defeatit. As 
originally introduced the iaw read as follows; 
‘Every such railrvad corporation shall keep a 
book in which the transfer of shares 
of its stock shall be registered, and another 
book containing the names of its stockholders, 
which book shall at all times during the hours 
of business, for thirty days previous to an elec- 
tion of Directors, be open to the examivation 
of the stockhviders.’ pon its final passage, 
however, the words ‘at ali times during the 
usual hours of business for thirty days previous 
to an election of Directors’ were stricken out, 
thus forcing the railroads to keep their books 
open ail the year round. In New York the 
books are closed ot | days previous to an elec- 
tion for Directors and opened again after the 
election, 6 is necessary in order to make the 
tootings 
entitled to vote at the election.“ 

Other railroad officials were equaily emphatic 
in denouocing the sew law. and they were all of 
opinion that the law would not accomplish the 
objects at which it aimed. The new law goes 
into effect July 1, but no fine will be imposed 
until Oct. 1, 1883. The railroads have, there- 
fore, ample time in which to decide what steps 
they will take in the matter.

A 
friend of bis visited Paris some time ago and 
was down over olive-oil factory in that city. 
The visitor had intended bringing some olive oil 
from Paris with bim wheu returning home, but 
as the frat object that caught bis eye in the 
Parisian factory was several bundreds of empty 
cotton-seed oil casksfrom Louisiana he decided 
to buy his olive oil at home. As they 
all knew, the cotton-seed oll that 
was exported was used for mixing with olive 
oil or was bottied pure and sold as olive oil. He 
believed it was oetter than olive oil,as the latter 
would spoil in a given time if pure, whereas the 
adulterauon preserved it and kept it sweet for 
any length of time. He believed the complaints 
that had been made regarding tne oil as a food 
or as a cooking sustance arose altogether from 
bad oil having been used—oil made from bad 
or oil that had been spoiled dy 
negligent and careless refini.g. To have 
roper packages for the oil was 4180 
mportant consideration. This oil was the 
possible adulterant. and just in 1 to 
the percentage of the oil that lard was adulter- 
ated with would the lard be improved.

AN INTERVIEW. 


Mr. Caleb A. Dyer, of New York, who took a 
leading part in entertaining the cutton-seed 
crushers at their last annual convention in New 
York, and who is a principal in the tirm of Will- 
iam J. Bower & Co., oil brokers, who bandle the 
emg — poruon of the cotton-seed oil trade of 

ew York, was interviewed by a Tine re- 
porter last evening on the subject of cotton- 
seed oll as a food. He said: It is only a ques- 
tion of time when cotton-seed oil will supplant 
lard, olive oil, butter, ete., for cooking purposes. 
The consumpwon is increasing at a wonder- 
ful rate. Asa proof of this: The crop of the 
season 1879-60 was about 200,000 barreis, and 
of this 149,000 barrels were exported, leaving 
60.000 for home consumption. In 1881-2 the 
crop was 350,000 barreis, of which only 15,000 bar- 
reis were exported, showing that about 335,000 
barrels were used at dome. For the present 
year, of which only nine months are gone—the 
seuson commencing in September—over three- 
fourths of the total crop bas been up to 
the present, and, as nearly one-fourth is still in 
hand, there bas been almost no exportation.

ASSISTED EMIGRATION. 


ALEXANDER SULLIVAN’S ACCOUNT OF THE 
BECENT VISIT TO WASHINGTON. 

Alexander Sullivan, President of the Irieh 
National League of America, who beaded the 
delegation to President Arthur to protest 
against enforced Irish emigration, was called 
upou yesterday and asked to explain the con- 
sistency of the step taken by himself and his 
associates. 

Wo are not,” be said, “opposed to immigra- 
tion. It is against enforced emigrauon from 
Ireland that we protest. We explicitly stated in 
eur address to the President we did not 
wish to discourage voluntary b.wmigraton, oor 
to cast reproach upon the unfortunate victims 
of English misrule.“ 

“What difference, so far as this country is 
concerned, whether the irish come of their own 
accord or are forced tocome?” was asked. 

It makes a great difference. The people who 
come of their own accord come witb a Oxed pur- 
pose and a fixed determination. They come as 
a result of investigation and preparation. A 
very latge proportion of them come to friends 
or relatives who have urged them to come, and 
who, upon their arrival, either dave employ- 
meat secured for m or means to care for 
them until they get employment. They are not 
humiliated by having to ask or receive charity. 
The seventy-three 1 reported by Mr. 
Smith, of Cleveland, will illustrate. Those un- 
fortunate peopie were on the streets of Cleve- 
land. The whole party bad only $2. They 
were helpless, among strangers, ana with- 
out any idea where to go or how to 
turn for a livelihood. If they had come of 
their own choice they would bave met frieods 
and advisers. Their honest poverty would have 
been known only to themselves and friends. 
They would not hu ve had the suffermg and bu- 
miliation they had to bear coming penniless and 
friendless, and by force rather than by choice. 
Abore all that is the fact thal the people of 
Ireland have aright to live on their own soil, 
They should, not be driven from it to make room 
for English cattle. If they want to come here 
they will not only not be opposed, but they will 
be welcomed. But the Government which over- 
taxes, robs them, and reduces them to want 
should be compelled to spend the taxes extorted 
ee owes in caring for the people of Ire-

Asked what the palpable result of the visit to 
Washington was, Mr. Sullivan said: “ ‘The at- 
tention of the Government, of the world | might 
say, bas been called to the outrages. Great 
vigilance will be exercised by the authorities in 
exposing the cruelty of England's policy. It has 
been made apparent that because they succeed 
in this country men with Irish bi in their 
veins do not jose interest in their countrymen. 
Every man in thé delegation declared himself a 
hearty supporter of Mr. Parnell, and the great 
commercial centres of this country, where the 
delegates are so well known, will understand 
that such men would not negiect their business 
and give their sanction to a movement unless it 
was patriotic, just, and humane, That the visit 
to the President bas done good there can be no 
doubt. President Arthur made many friends in 
the delegation. He showed that the subject 
bad received nis gttention, and every man in 
the delegation left the White House firmly be- 
lieving that the President would cause the whole 
subject to be fully and fairly investigated; that 
be would cause existing laws to be enforced, 
and that be would recommend to Congress such 
additional legislation as official investigation 
would prove necessary.”

Upon pricing the shoes, and thus 
gett a better 1 to look at them, be sat- 
isfied himself that they were made by his firm, 
and, as it bas no local trade to amount to any- 
thing, he felt sure that the shoes must bave

MURRY NELSON TARES A CHEERFUL VIEW

“What is the matter with wheat?’ said a 
TRIBUNE reporter to Mr. Murry Neilson yester- 
day. 

“There is a 
large stock here, and it bas been pressed on the 
market apparently for some time, and, particu- 
larly since the panic in lard, been made a foot- 
ball of by the bears.

effort to break it, but I K it was not very

“I think it is pear bottom, because. it bas 
reached an export value. Considerable wheat 
was taken in New York today for export, and 
the tendency probably in view of the large 
shortage in winter wheat should be rather to 
higher prices.“

“] don’t think so, but just where it will stop it 
is difficult to say. All the markets must seek a 
le vei after such a violent catastrophe and such 
fluctuations.

There has been a good 
shipping demand, too, all along for corn, and 
that sho ws chat property beid at its fair value and 
likely to remalu 80, is governed by legitimate 
supply and demand. In my judgment we dave 
got to come to that—we are com toit ve 
rapidiy—and itis more than probable, I think, 
that prices ali around have reached, or nearly 
60, what they shouldbe, Exchan all over the 
country, particularly ours, are full of panic- 
mukers—people who live ou the effects of them.

The leading produce markets were very 
nervous and unsettied yesterday, averaging 
much lower io price. Provisions were the weak- 
est, and wheat and oats followed next, while 
corn was relatively firm. There was a vigorous 
calling of margins on the longs, which put some 
of them to their trumps, and led to more selling 
out, causing a weaker feeling than on any other 
day since the McGeoch failure. in spite of cold, 
raw weather such as has very seldom been ex- 
perienced in this latitude the last week io June. 
The most notable fact in grain was the charter- 
ing of room to tuke out above 140,000 bu wheat 
by lake, partiy to Canada. In the afternoon 
the feeling was decidedly firmer, 

Provisions were very weak, declining on 
‘Change 70c on pork, We on lard, and 27%c on 
short ribs from the latest prices of Monday, and 
closing heavy. Pork closed at $16,57% for July 
and $16.67% bid for August. Lard closed at 
$9.35 for July and $9.50 asked for August. Ribs 
closed at $8.37% asked for July and $8.45 for 
August. Our bog market was firm, but Liver- 
pool reported a decline of 6d in lard, probably 
because of expectations that the supply there 
will be largely increased by shipments from this 
side now in progress. The bears got the fea’ 
that pricés had not yet gone low enough, and 
the weakness of Monday afternoon gave them 
courage to call the longs for margins,

CHAMBERLAIN’S SPEECH. 


The Startling Utterances of the Great 
Radical—A Comprehensive Program. 
Mr. Chamberlain’s speech at Birmingham 

the 13th inst. on the occasion of the celebra- 

tion in honor of Jehn Bright has attracted 
very great attention on account of its bold 
pronouncement and because it is believed to 
be an 2 Be tbe English Radical pro- 
gramm. ollowing are the princi

COSTLY ROYALTY. 

Contrasting the demonstration at Birming- 
ham in honor of the great Commonor with 
the pomp and ceremonies at. Moscow a few 
weeks before he said: 


I have been told that more than a million 
steriimg of public money wes expended on these 
ceremonies and festivities.’ But { do not doubt 
that over and above the hired enthusiasm and 
the official disvlay which is common on such 
occasions there was a real and genuine expres- 
sion of the will and of the opinions of the peo- 
ble, because the Czar of Russia represents 
the greatness and the unity the 
Russian people, and he would be regarded by 
them with superstitious reverence as the head 
of their church and their religion. Your demon- 
stration Monday lacked neariy ali the ele- 
ments which constituted the great pa nt of 
the Russian coronation. [Heat, hear.) Pomp 
and circumstance were wanting: u public 
money was expended (hear, hear]; no military 
display [hear, near] accourpanied Mr. Bright. 
Oheers.] The brilliant uniforms, the crowds of 

igh officials, the representatives of royalty 
were absent [loud laughter and cheers}, and no- 

y missed them [renewed iaughter and cheer- 
wma], for yours was essentially a demonstration 
pf the people and by the people [cheers] in 
onor of the man whom 
ple delighted to 
the f 


0 
no Offices to bestow [laughter -no ribbands, or 
rank, or court titles to confer. He was only the 


plain citizen—one of ourselves, commended to 


you by dis transparent honesty and singlemind- 
edness (laud cheers}, and by the devotion of a 
life to tne -serviceot the people from whom he 
sprung. [Cheers.] Such a tribute so offered 
seems to me to be no slicut compensation for 
the exacting ton ot public life. [|Hear, bear.) 
And it will be a great enceuragement to all who 
may be. tempted, in: however less a degree, to 
toliow in bis steps (hear, hear), to enter upon a 
service which is largely and’ generously ac- 
knowledged just ln proportion as it is freely and 
unselfshly rendered. . 


WORK FOR RADICALS. 
Mr. Chamberlain then paid a warm tribute 
to Mr. Brignt, recounting bus public services 
and public sacrifices, and went on to say: 


We are grateful to him for what has been ac- 
complished; we hope that his life may yet be 
spared (cheers) to witness and to share in vic- 
tories as great as any of those which he has won 
in the past; and we assure him that in all the 
efforts which he may make in the great causes 
of civil liberty and religious equality the people 
of Birmmgham will follow him with undouLt 
loyalty amd with unswerving trust. [Lou 
cheers.] ido not know that we could show in 
any other tangible way than that which we have 
adopted our sense of the obligations which we 
have contracted; but, after all, our gratitude 
will best be expressed by our fidelity to the 

rinciples which our great leader has laid down 

or us, and by endeavoring to carry out and 
complete the work he as so well commenced. 
And now I hope it will not be thought inappro- 
priate if I turn from the enceuraging 
past to consider for a few minutes 
our immediate task in the future. [Cheers.] 
Every day the country is becoming more radi- 
cai and more democratic. [Loud cheers.} We 
have heard that the present House of Com mons 
is the best, the most earnest, and the most capa- 
bie that has ever sat at Westminster, and I be- 
lieve that is the opinion of the House of Com- 
mons. |Laughter and cheers.} Ido not doubt 
that on the whole and to the best of its ability 
it bas fulfilled the expectations of those who re- 
turned it to power. [Hear, hear.] But I be- 
lieve that the great majority in the constituen- 
cies is more radical than the majority in the 
House of Commons. [Oh, and cheers.] It 
may not be more radical than the Government 
(laughter); I doubt if it is laughter]: but Gov- 
ernments can only work through the machinery 
which the Constitution provides, and they can- 
not in any case further than the average 
opinion of the House of Commons. Now, does 
the average opinion of the House of Commons 
accurately . the mind and the temper 
of the people? [ No.“ 


BRADLAUGH., 


Well, let us test it by a few illustrations. With-. 


in the last three years a duly-eiected ropresout- 
ative ot the people [ioud cheers], thrice ro- 
turned to Parliament, has been, as we think, 
illewaily and unconstitudonaliy prevented from 
fulfilling his duties [shame], and ia the end ex- 
led by main force from the precincts of the 
ouse. Just thirty years ago Mr. Bright was 
pleading in the House of Commons against the 
exclusion of the Jews. He bas lived to see one 
of thas nation squeeze himself through the 
portals of the Constitution and new doi his 
best to close the doors upon others; but the 
occasion to which | refer Mr. Bright demanded 
that the Commons’ House sho uld 
be open to the Commons of En- 
— cheers}, and that every man, be 
is cr what u might, if elected by the free 
voice of ifs countrymen, should sit in thas 
House [cheers], and should take pari in all mat 
ter of legislation affecting the United Kingdom. 
Cheera.) Tne plea in*favor of the Jews has 
u successful; but the principle laid down is 
wider than the application which has beea given 
to it, and it covers the right of every citizen to 
perform his civic duties, irrespective of his 
opiaions upon religious faith and doctrine, how- 
ever obnoxious they might be. however wrong 
the majority might deem them. [Cheers.j 1 
believe the great majority of the English peo- 
pil have long age come to the conclusion to 
abandon the last sbred of religious ſutolerance. 
[Loud cheers.] And to seek no longer to pro- 
tect ‘religious faith by religious persecution. 
[Renewed cheering.| . 
CHURCH AND STATE—DISESTABLISHMENT. 
In the same speech to which I bave already 
referred, Mr. Bright traced the gradual relief of 
Roman Catholics and Unitgrians and other 
classes Of Nonconformists from the tests and 
disabilities which have been imposed upon 
them, and he showed that the spirit of exciu- 
sion which had dictated these tests and disabili- 
ties was due to that appetite for suprem- 
acy which was foster by a dominant 
in connection with a powerful 
class. and from which each secuen 


win the equal rights which they enjoyed. 
(Cheers. hat was twenty years ago. The 
connection between church and State still sub- 
sists in ali its force and vigor (“Shame ]. but 1 
will undertake to say that if tomorrow you 
could poll the constituencies of this Kingdom 
that the vast majority of Liberal electors in the 
boroughs of the United Kingdom and the great 
majority of Liber&is in the counties would be in 
favor of disestablishment. [Prolonged cheers. 
And yet I suppose that if a resolution to that ef- 
fect were moved tomorrow only a small ma- 
jority would be found to vote forit. [A voice— 
% Very small,” and laughter. | 


PARLIAMENTARY REFORM. 

I do not often agree with Lora Salisbury 
auguter]. but I did agree with him when he 
said at Birmmgbham, and again at Southwark, 
that social reform was the great probiem of our 
time, and that two of the most important 
braucbes of that reform are the better provis- 
ion of dweliings for the working classes in large 
towns (hear! bear I]. and an improvement iu the 
condition of the agricultural laborers in the 
counties. [Cheers.] But those two reforms are 
out of the question until we can rise to an alto- 


*vether higher Concepuon of the so-called rights 


of property fhear! hear!}; until we can limit 
those rights by regard to the duties of property. 
Hear! near!} That is impossible so long as 
propérty, and especially landed property, is 
able to enjoy a great majority in the House 
of Commons, and 4 practical monopoly 
of the House of Lords bear! bear]: and, 
therefore. I come te the conclusion that 
the tirst business of the Liberals is now, as it 
was twenty-five years ago, witen Mr. Bright was 
chosen to re ent us, to secure a further in- 
stallment of Parliamentary retorm {cheers}, and 
to bring the House of Commons into closer ac- 
cord with the opinions, and the wishes, and the 
interests of the people. [Heart bear!] In 1858 
Mr. Bright told us that five out of six of tne 
adult males of this kmgdom had no votes. How 
do you think the matter stands now? Five out 
of eight are still in that position. [“ Shame.“ ] 
Four millions of men at the least, called upon 
to perform ali the duties pf citizensbip, called 
upon to bear all ite burdefisgthese men are ex, 
eluded from all articipation [cries of 
“Shame*’) in the politicai rights of freedom. 
This wrong is test, of course, in the coup- 
ties. In the ughs. out of a population 
of 125,000,000, 1,850,000 are e. in 
the counties, out of a population o 20. 
000,000, only 1,200,000 have votes. I Shame. 1 
the proportion is one ia — i 
n the counties it is one in seventeen. ow 
10 this distinetion made? Can it be pretended 
that the population of the“ counties is more 
turbulent and dangerous to society and the State 
than we are in the towus? [Laughter.] Ali ex- 
perience, I think, points to an opposit conclu- 
sion. When révolutions do come they begin m 
the towns, and not in the viliages. (Hear. hear.] 
But we have another test of ee sentiments by 
which this great body of our fellow countrymen 
are animated.

But there is a more important matter before 
us, which is the extension of the franchise. We 
have fo see that an equal value is given to the 
vote. It is no use increasing the number of 
votes if you minimize the political intluence 
which the political vote confers. It is no use 
pasting 1,000,000 in the place of 100,000 if the 
000.000 has no greater power than the 100,000 
bad before. Now, let us see how this point 
stands. In 1868 Mr. Brigbt told us that one-sixth 
of the electors returned balf the House of Com- 
mons. 
electors do the same. A population of 6,000,000 
in the Unite’ Kingdom in eiguty-uve counties 
returns 136 members, and a similar popu- 
lation of exactiy the same number in 
217 boroughs returns 2 members. 
and a third population also of 6,000,000, but 
residing in sixteen great constituencies, only 
returns thirty-six members. ([(Cheers.| 
last of these 6,000,000 has only one-eighth of the 

litical power which couferred upon the 
. 000.000 in the other boroughs; it has only about 
one-fourth of the ical power which is con- 
ferred upon the 6,000,000 in the counties, and 
why is this last populauon singled out and its 
representation minimized in this way? |Cheers.] 
You koow that it is the most active, the most 
intelligent part of the whole population: of the 
Kingdom. [Hear.] The people who live ig 
these great centres of the population enjoy an 
active political life which is not known else- 
where. [Hear.] y manage their own affairs 
with singular aptitude, discretion, and fairness. 
Why should not they be allowed to have their 
propordonate share in managing the affairs of 
the nation? [Hear.] Well, do you not think 
that the time has come when we should strive 
to substitute a real and honest re ntation of 
the people for thi@ fraudulent tbh which is 
called representation now? ([Cheers.) I will 
give you only one more illust . Warwick has 
a population of under 12,000 souls, less than the 
population of any one of the wards of this great 
borough. Warwick returns two members to 
Parliament [shame], and if strict proportion 
were observed there are enough people in this 
hail to return six members to Partiament. 
|\Laughter and cheers.) As for Bi ham, our 
pogulauon is 400,000, and the annual increment 
of t population is so great that every two 
vears we add another Warwick to our number. 

Laughter and cheers.] We return three mem- 

ers, and lest you should be surfeited with this 
generous distribution of political power you are 
only permitted to give two votes apiece, and so 
it happens that an elector of Warwick bas thir- 
ty-four times politica) power of every 
eleotor of Birmingham. . 

SUMMING UP. 

I need not dweil further upon these anomalies. 
If they were only anomalies i should not much 
care, but they are real obstacies to the legisia- 
tion that is required iu the interests of the peo- 
ple. (Hear! hear!) Now, just let me sum up 
the situation: What does our Constitution do 
for us? First, it exeludes from all political 
rights more than haif the aduit male population 
[ehame); and remember the class whichis ex- 
cluded is the most numerous ciass; but it 


twelfth of what ought to be the whoie constitu- 
ency of the Kingdom returnsa majority of the 
House of Commons. If tne one-twelfth reaily 
represented the tree voice of the people, it 
would not be of so much consequence; but you 
know in many cases at all events it only rep- 
resents the influence of some great ter- 
ritorial family or some local magnate.

[Great laughter.) I say, it is time to make an 
effort to put the representation of people 
upon a purer basis and safer foundauon. Now, 
shall we put the dots on i's? What do we want? 
We want, in the first place, a suffrage from 
which no man who is not disqualified by crime, 
Or the receipt of relief [hear, bear], who is ex- 
pected to fulfill the obligations of a citizen, shail 
be exchuded. [Hear, bear.] We want equal 
electoral districts jcheers}, in order that every 
vote may have an equal value (hear, hear), and 
we want, 1 think, payment of. mem- 
bers [hear, bear], in order 
man who the capacity 
his country, who has honesty, 
and who is selected for that purpose by 
low-country mea shail not be exciuded fot want 
of means. [Cheers] That is what we want; 
what we shall get [iaughter) isa aifferent thing. 
We may bave once more to take a composition. 
[Laughter and cheers.] But mind, under my 
new bill (the Bankruptcy bill) we will not give 
the debtor bis discharge. (Cheers and laugh- 
ter.] Ths is a question in which Birmingham 
ought to take a foremost part. If we are true 
to the principige which we have inherited 
we shall never cease nor turn from the 
plow until we have completed the task 
which our forefathers commenced, until we 
have associated the whole peopie in the work of 
Government, and until we have secured equal 
rights and 5 to every one who obeys the 
the law and wo contributes by his industry, his 
toil, or his r to the true greatness ana 
prosperity of the Empire. [Loud cheers.)

MASTER AND SERVANT-—RISES TAKEN BY 
EMPLOYE. 

The wife of an empioyé, who was killed 
throug the negligence of bis employer, as ad- 
ministratrix sued for damages, and recovered a 
judgment. The defendant appealed the case 
(Parkhurst vs. Johnson) to the Supreme Court 
of Michigan, where the plaintiff also succeeded. 
lt appeared on the trial that in taking burned 
stone out of a lime-kilo there were some neces- 
sary precautions to be taken by the workmen to 
avoid danger, and that J. who bad employed P. 
though working with bim and avoid 
himself. had not advised him of the risk, he 
ing a common laborer and but littie@ntormed itu 
lime-burning. Judge Cooley in the opinion 
said: We agree with the Circuit Judge that 
there was some negligence ou the part of J. 
He too au inexperienced man into a place of 
danger Without apprising him of the risks and 
without’any warning that danger was to be au- 
ticipated. It is true, the workmen ia the busie 
ness testify they do not consider it danger- 
ous, and probably it is not to one who fully au- 
derstands it, but this man did not, and he iost 
his life in consequence. The negligence con- 
sisted mainty in not informing him.” 

BOUNDARIES OF NAVIGABLE RIVER. 

The owner of lands on the Des Muines River 
claimed that his boundary line ran to the mid- 
die of the stream, and in a suit over it was 
beaten. He appealed to the Supreme Court of 
lowua, where he was again defeated. The de- 
fendant, a railroad company, bad operated their 
road over the disputed land sinee 188. Up to 
1865 the Des Moipes River was, in law, a navi- 
gable stream, aud in that year Congress had de- 
ciared it to be non-navigable. On tbis deciara- 
tiog the former riparian owner ciaimed that 
his line was extended to the ceatre of the river. 
Judge Adams, in his opinion in the case (Wood 
vs. Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railroad 
Company), said: “There is no principie of ac- 
cretion in the case. The claim of an extension 
of boundary as an incident to the act of Con- 
gress deciaring the stream non-navigable is not 
tenable. We have been unable to discover any 
authority or principle upon which we could bold 
that the act had that effect. The case is some- 
what like that of the vacation of astreet. The 
boundary of the land abutting on the street is 
not changed. While a stream is navigable the 
rights of the riparian owner are subject to the 
public right of vavigation; after it is deciared 
non- navigable they are not, and he ig no further 
benefited.” +
